Responsible Government on 
its Trial- 

It mny trnly be affirmed that Responsi- 
ble Government is now on its trial in Brit- 
ish Columbia. And, strange to say, it lias 
been arraigned by professed friends. It 
■will be observed how tlio present Minis- 
try liavo, step by step, deliberately Bought 
to undermine the Constitution and, one 
by one, snap those safeguards so essen- 
tial to the independence of Parliament 
and tho liberties of the people. First of 
all, wo find tho Premier refusing to go 
back to his constituents for ro-e. action, 
sheltering himself behind a miserable 
technicality of the bur, and thus prac- 
ticing the exact reverse of tho dootrine lie 
bad formerly preached to others. We al- 
so find tho Attorney-General, who was a 
member of tho defeated Ministry, occu- 
pying a seat in the new without seek- 
ing re-election. That both of thoso gen- 
tlemen sit and vote in tho Legislative 
Assembly in violation of tho spirit, if not 
tho lettor, of tho Constitution, no person 
familiar with the subject can possibly en- 
tertain the sligbest doubt. Next, we 
find the Ministry creating a new Depart- 
ment, which is past as much needed as a 
fifth wheel to a coach. But tho worst of 
all is that this fifth wheol costs the coun- 
try close upon seven thousand dollars 
annually. Now we find them forcing 
through Parliament a Bill making pro- 
vision for a sixth Minister. Should this 
succeed, we shall next find them making 
a seventh Minister. Indeed, in propound- 
ing his policy, on the Gth ult., the Premier 
plainly intimated that tho Cabinet would 
bo increased to seven members. Whither 
does all this tend ? To the creation of 
throe mora portfolios, as a matter of 
course, making tho whole number of 
portfolios seven. Twenty-five thousand 
dollars a year for salaries of Ministry 
alone! "How is that for high?" Of 
course Ministers will disclaim any in- 
tention of creating any more portfolios. 
But who will believe them ? Who will 
think that a member from what tho At- 
torney-General designates the "pastoral 
districts," will be either able or willing to 
act the part of unpaid Minister, while his 
colleagues are drawing fat salaries ? Who 
for a mom nit believes that tho Premier 
seriously contemplates continuing to give 
his services without fee or reward? Those 
who know him bost don't think so. As 
the senior member for Victoria City said, 
and as every thinking person must know, 
these seats, every ono of them, either 
mean salaries or something worse. There 
can bo no reasonable doubt on this point. 
In the old and populous Province men 
may occasionally bo found able and will- 
ing to give tlioir services gratuitously; 
but in British Columbia it is not so. 
Least of all can it bo expected that men 
lesiding on the Mainland can do anything 
cf the kind. They neither can nor will; 
and if portfolios are adroitly kept out of 
view now, it is simply in order that 
Ministers may the nioro surely attain 
their object. Seven Ministers and seven 
portfolios would not carry all at once; 
but by proceeding gradually that may be 
attained; for every man added to the 
Ministry increases tho power of the Gov- 
ernment to perpetrate the crowning out- 
rage. Having soon tho financial conse- 
quences of the desperate but deep-laid 
game now being played, let us glance at 
the political results to bo apprehended. 
Six Ministers would bo one-fourth of the 
wholo number of members on the floor of 
the House, a proposition wholly unprece- 
dented in tho history of constitutional 
government. Seven Ministers would 
make the disproportion still more glaring. 
It is simply impossible to suppose that a 
Ministry of seven, or even six, in a House 
of twenty-live members could not do 
pretty much as they liked. The Opposi- 
tion would find itself utterly powerless to 
check bad legislation or to prevent 
the extravagant and corrupt use of pub- 
lic money. The Government could 
snap its fingers at tho people. The 
independence of Parliament would 
be a meaningless term; Responsible Gov- 
ernment would be a dead lettor, and, as 
tho senior member for Victoria City truly 
said, the country would he ruled by an 
oligarchy infinitely more dangerous than 
absolute despotism. Will tho people of 
British Columbia quietly surrender their 
political, their constitutional rights to a 
"ring" of grasping and designing men ? 
It is easy to lose theso rights. It may 
take long years to recover them. The 
people's representatives would do well to 
think twice era they lend their counten- 
ance or support to a scheme aiming at the 
subversion of tho peoplo's rights, the 
practical annihilation of the peoplo's 
power. A day of reckoning is sure to 
come, and it may not be quite as distant 
as some imagine. Let members consult 
tlioir own calm reason and not permit 
themselves to be mesmerised by seductive 
influences, led away by fair promises. 
Unscrupulous Ministers will promise 
anything and everything in order to carry 
tlioir point. For instance, the fourth 
portfolio which was created tho other day 
has boon kept dangling before tho eager 
eyes of three members; and the sixth seat 
jiow attempted to bo made is held out .as 
a bait to four members. Let the House 
assert at onco its independence and self- 
respect, and nay to these tempters, "get 
thoo behind me, Satan I" 



Horrible Entertainment 

Tho Swiss Times says that at tho men- 
agerie of Signori Bidel and Fairnali at 
Turin on Monday evening, the audience 
were treated to a performance not announ- 
ced in the bills. Signer Bidel, the famous 
lion-tamer, entered as usual, a largo cage 
in which were lions, lionesses, bears, 
hyenas and a lamb. After the feats of 
leaping, kc, ordinarily shown in such 
exhibitions, the grand "feature consisted 
in tho simultaneous approach of the wild 
animals to tho lamb and the exchange of 
"tho kiss of fraternity." Thi'd was accom- 
plished successfully , the animals method- 
ically touching noses, then gravely stalk- 
ing back to their places. The performance 
was to closo with putting tho lamb's head 
in the mouth of the lion. No sooner had 
tho jaws closed upon the head of that ani- 
mal than it was evident by tho oyos and 
movement of the tail of the lion that foul 
play was threatened, and before a word 
of command could bo given streams of 
blood were running from bis mouth. 
Children screamed and womon fainted, 
but fortunately the panic was of short du- 
ration. Signor Bidel, with a tremendous 
blow on the throat of tho lion and a shout 
of command, forced the half-wild animal 
to relinquish his victim, and although 
roaring fearfully, he sullonly obeyed the 
fixed eye and gesture of his master retiring 
into a corner of the cage. But to tho re- 
newed horror of the people, in dealing 
with the lion ho had turned his back on 
tho lioness, who, with a howl of rage, 
leapt upon his back. Fortunately for 
Bidel, her claws and teeth entered his 
clothing only, and with a spring and cry 
ho leapt from under her, at the same time 
time striking right and left with his load- 
ed whip, forcing the animals to the front 
of the cage. There was an instant of hesi- 
tation and submission on the part of the 
latter, during which Bidel, revolver in 
hand, unfastened the cage and backed 
himself out of it. Seeing him safe, the 
reaction of the audience was tremendous, 
ami the cheers that greeted his appear- 
ance were deafeaing, Although perfectly 
quiet, the deedly pallor of his faco gave 
ovidonce of tho danger ho had passed. 

Aii* Power. 

A brief letter from Brunswick, Me., 
to the Portland "Argus." gives the fol- 
lowing information relating to the use 
of air as a motive power in that vil- 
lage: 

"On the Androscoggin River, some 
throe-fourths of a mile below the mil- 
road station, is tho site of a mill, long 
since burned, and tho motive power 
which operates the condenser is n 
water-wheel at that place. The wheel, 
it is said, is capable of driving four 
condensers of equal power with the 
one now in use. But it is only with 
results already accomplished, what 
we have to do. At the railroad station 
is an engine of ten horse power, run- 
ning circular saws ior sawing wood, 
and for various other machinery in the 
blacksmith shop in the vicinity. Thence 
a small pipe passes on through the 
village furnishing power to Worthy 
Bonthers, jewellers, who are running 
a small engine of about one-horse 
power. Parent & Dafriend also use 
an engine of two-horse power in their 
blacksmith shop; Dennison & Co., 
box makers, an engine of two-horse 
power, and Prof. Brackett, of Bowdoin 
College, one of three-horse power, for 
the manufacture of instruments, 
while the laboratory of the college, has 
one of six-horse power. So that num.. 
inally, this small condenser furnishes 
in all twenty-four horse power, and 
all unite in saying that the "air power" 
is much more efficient than steam in 
working the same engines; it does not 
drag, but recovers itself instantly from 
any strain or check, nnd is in every 
way a. success.

now to Roil and Serve Cracked 
Wheat.— Cracked wheat, bettor than oat- 
meal, is growing in favour among farmers 
as it has long been highly esteemed by ci- 
ty folk. It is Rood for breakfast, good for 
dinner, and good for supper. Tho more 
you eat of it the hotter you like it. It keeps 
the bowels in amost comfortable and whole- 
some condition. It is a nimble dish, but 
fit for a king. Two coffee oupsful will be 
quite enough to cook at one time, pour 
on a cup of cold water, stir tho wheat 
about in it, and then pour it off to bo pour- 
ed on again, as tha wheat, in cooking, 
boils dry. The reason for so doing is that 
th« water carries off much of tho flour 
which would otherwise tend to burning. 
Cook in a tin pan or basin, throw in a lit- 
tle salt, and add water with discretion, so 
that when boiled, the mass will bo consist- 
ent enough to mould. Turn into a dish, 
and whan cold turn on a plato, bottom 
side up. Servo with cream or milk and 
sugar. Add a slice of jolly or fruit jam 
if you like.

Eastern States- 

Boston, Feb. 7. — According to tho con-

A correspondent of a London paper writ-

Tho reverend gentleman insists 
upon a seperation of the sexes during di- 
vine service. On Sunday a gentleman and 
his wife, who formerly resided in Exeter 
Went to tho church, and seeing a notice at 
the door th.it tho scuts were all free, selec- 
ted a seat. They had not been seated very 
long, however, before a young man went 
to the gentle-man and told him ho was sit- 
ting on the wrong side of the church. 
He refused, however, to leave, arid was 
then spoken to by tho churchwarden, who 
told him he was acting contrary to the 
rules of the church. The Reverend J. 
Toyle.the vicar, also ordered him to go to 
the othorsido of the church, and leave his 
wife on tnc female side. Rut he was still 
obdurate, and Mr. Toyle, amidst much ex- 
citement, told him in a very loud voice 
that ho would not commence the service 
while hu remained on that side of the 
church. The reverend gentleman (who 
is a ritualist of the advanced school) then 
went into the pulpit and spoke to the fol- 
lowing effect: •' J'h it a person w is ocupy- 
ing a seat contrary to the regulations of 
the church ; that the said person was the 
first who had ever failed to comply with 
such regulations, ami that tin? service 
would not lie commenced while the seat 
was thus ochpied." Upon this the offen- 
der left, but meanwhile a policeman had 
been sent lor.
